After a two-hour public hearing

5 PIVEN APPROVAL 
BY SENATE. GROUP 


Vote of 14 to 5 Favors! 


One-Price License; Pas- 
sage by Senate and 
House Forecast.

Fading hopes for a flat $3 auto li- 


cense tag fee were suddenly and un- 
expectedly revived late Tuesday aft- 
ernoon when the senate committee on 
motor vehicles voted, 14 to 5, to rec- 
ommend to its body passage of the $3 
hill after it had been substitated by 
a 10-to-8 vote for the $3-to-$315 meas- 
ure already passed by the house. — 

Advocates. of the flat $3 rate said 
after the meeting of the committee 
that they were confident that the sen- 
ate would adopt the substitute for the 
house measure and that the house also 
would approve it. 

Governor Eugene Talmadge, who 
campaigned on a platform calling for 
a $3 tag, said he was highly pleased 
with the action of the committee and 


-added that he was “hopeful” that the 


measure would be finally adopted. 
House Passage Seen. 

Representative Roy Harris, of Rich- 
mond county, floor leader in the house 
and author of the first $3 tag bill of- 
fered in that body, said Tuesday night 
that he felt the house would accept 
the $3 tag if the senate approved the 
measure. 

“I believe there are a large num- 
ber of representatives who have 
changed their minds since they voted 
to substitute the sliding seale for my 
$3 bill,” Harris said. “I believe that 
‘when the senate acts favorably on the 
$3 bill the house will accept it.” 

_The senate committee bill also pro- 
vides for a $3 tag on trucks up to one 
and a half tons*and leaves unchanged 
the prices of tags for trucks of a 
heavier tonnage.” 

Cigaret Tax Fight. 

The approval of the $3 tag plan 
shared interest Tuesday with the ac- 
tion of the house ways and means 
committee in voting, 16 to 14, to report 
adversely a bill calling for continu- 
ance of the 20 per cent tax on cig- 
arets to pay pensions of Confederate 
veterans and their widows.. Despite 
a long and stirring plea by the author 
of the bill, Representative J. Wesley 
Culpepper, of Fayette county, mem- 
bers of the committee, led by those 
from the tobacco growing areas of 
south Georgia, voted to submit the 
unfavorable report on the bill. A con- 
test on the floor of the house was as- 
sured when Culpepper announced he 
would take the floor in opposition to 
acceptance of the adverse report. He

_Action to force into productive enter- 
_prises millions of dollars loaned by 
the Reeonstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion and now allegedly lying idle in 
the nation’s bank vaults tonight be- 
came a prime subject of legislative 
speculation. 

Congressional! leaders were chary of 
comment but they were studying, nev- 
ertheless, the results of the opening 
session of an extensive investigation 
of R. F. C. loans to railroads which 
rroduced an accusation that the bank- 
ers have failed to fulfill their duty in 
which the chairman of the corpora- 


tion’s board and the investigating com- | 


mittee’s chairman joined. 
It was evoked by a discussion of 


loans to railroads to pay off their in-|, 


debtedness to the banks. Atlee Pom- 
chairman of the corporation 
board, told the committee: 


“T have a feeling that some of our} 


larger banks are from 75 per cent 
to 110 per cent (for emphasis) liquid 
ought to play a larger part in financ- 
ing the roads and meeting the loans 
as they mature. It.is their duty 
to continue this financing. These 
banks, after getting all the money in 
the community, treat it as if were in 
cold storage.” 

Senator Couzens, republican, Mich- 
igan, chairman of the committee, 
agreed and added some vigorous crit- 
icism of the Finance Corporation as 
well asserting it had ‘‘fallen down bad- 
ly when it made loans to pay off banks 
without a record of the condition of 
the banks.”

In response to questions from 
Couzens, propounded in a voice so 
hoarse as to. be barely audible, Pom- 
erene said that up to January 28 the 
corporation had authorized loans to 
5,200 open banks aid 590 which since 
have closed. 

The corporation, up to January §&, 
had authorized loans of %$939,649,271 
to open banks and $89,462,278 to 
banks that have since closed, the cor- 
poration chairman testified, adding 
that he could not say how much of 
this was actually advanced. 

He told the committee $66.957,899 
of the loans to banks which have 
closed was still outstanding but said 
he believed these advances were “prac- 
tically secured so the loss will be in- 
consequential.” 

Senator Wagner, democrat, New 
York, asked Pomerene his opinion of 
the advisability of enacting such a 
resolution as the one Couzens has 
pending before the committee—and is 
the basis for the investigation and 
calling for suspension of all loans to 
railroads.

: Chief Developments. 

Principal of the day’s developments 
included : 

1—At Washington a senate com- 
mittee pushed hearings on the domes- 
tic allotment bill, said by its backers 
to be the cure for farmers’ plight. Be- 
fore the senate banking subcommittee 
Senator Robinson, democrat, Arkan- 
sas, urged favorable report on his 
“emergency” farm credit measure: he 
suggested “farm foreclosure should be 
suspended temporarily pending enact- 
ment of more permanent farm relief 
legislation.”

Four compa- 
nies at Hartford, Conn., the Pruden- 
tial of Newark, N. J., and all the 
large Iowa companies announced they 
hid -temporarily suspended foreclo- 
sures at the request of Governor 
Clyde L. Herring, of Iowa, pending 
legislative aid. 

3 Minnesotans Act. 

4—The Minnesota legislature  re- 
quested Governor Olson to issue a 
proclamation asking creditors and 
mortgagees to refrain from foreclosure 
during the present crisis. The legis- 
lators asked a proclamation similar 
to the one by Governor Herring. The 
resolution was sent to the senate ju- 
diciary committee, with request for 
hasty action. 

5—Arkansas joined the states ac- 
tive in pushing relief when its sen- 
ate passed a measure calling for a 
mortgage moratorium. The bill sus- 
pends jurisdiction of circuit and 
chancery courts in mortgage fore- 
closure proceedings involving any

Four Killed, Many Hurt 
in Rioting Provoked by 
Nazi's Succession’ to 
Chancellorship. 


BERLIN, Jan. 31.—(4)—Adolf Hit- 
ler’s appointment to the chancellor- 
ship precipitated renewed outbursts of 
political violence today in which four 
persons were killed and at least 35 
injured 

The, new fascist government, how- 
ever, appeared to have Weathered 
threats of a genera. strike. 

The nazi leader's first day at the 
head of the reich was marked by ne- 
gotiations designed to win for him the 
toleration of the 70 members of the 
centrist party in the reichstag, who 
would give him a majority and pave 
the way for constitutional rule. 

' Tomorrow the cabinet will reply to 
written questions on its policy sub- 
mitted by Dr. Ludwig Kaas, centrist 
leader. The decision of the center will 
be determined by these answers. 

One of Hitler’s old promises came 
home to him today. The Federation 
of War Maime’ sent him a message 
demanding that he make good on 
earlier commitments to restore dis- 
abled veterans’ relief, which was cut 
under the emergency decrees of pre- 
vious governménts. 

. Communist Slain. 

One of the day’s sanguinary politi- 
cal brawls occurred in Breslau, where 
a communist was killed and two nazis 
were stabbed in a street fight grow- 
ing out of a communist demonstra- 
tion against the new government. 

Eight persons were sent to a hos- 
pital in Pforzheim, in the province 
of Baden, with dagger, club and re- 
volver wounds suffered when parad- 
ing steel helmeters and nazis fought 
with communists. 

Six persons were inqured at Moers 
when a fusillade of bullets was dis- 
charged on rightist paraders. 

Berlin police confiscated communist 
handbills which again urged a gen- 
eral strike.

Letter of Dismissal. 

In his letter to the four dismissed 
a Commissioner Matthews 
said: 
“It having been reported to me that 
you carried to your home and used 
a 100-pound sack of sugar seized at 
a raid made by officers upon a still 
at the house of W. E. Hartley, and 
you having admitted to me that you 


should not further perform the duties 
of a police officer of the county.

The south-wide board would be in- 
structed to ascertain the amount of 
ilomestic cotton needed for the de- 
mand, and eertify to each state its 
pro-rata allotment, which in turn 
would be handled by state allotment 
or control boards. County control 
boards also would be created, to make 
pro-rata allotments to growers... 

Eas ginner would be required to 
obtain a license, and to require of 
each grower an allotment tag with 
each bale of cotton, showing that the 
grower had obtained a permit to raise 
the cotton.

DRIVERS’ LICENSE LAW NEARS. 


In the very nature of things, 
should the farmers of the nation 
solidly unite in defiance of fore- 
closures and tax collections, little 
could be done about it. In most 
States they constitute by far the 
greater proportion of the popula- 
tion, and it would be practically 
impossible to conclude foreclosures 
against their massed opposition. 

Such a “revolt’’? would shake the 
country to the bedrock of its eco- 
nomic system. The farmers them- 
selves would suffer along with the 
rest of the country. Should the 
nullification program demanded by 
the more radical element be ac- 
complished, it would mean the end 
of farm loans of any nature and 
agriculture -would find it necessary 
to finance itself——a manifestly im- 
possible undertaking. 

Fortunately for the good of the 
whole country, the “war” has 
failed to spread beyond a _ few 
States, and even in those many of 
the ablest farm leaders are pointing 
out the dangers involved. That 
there is no real threat to law and 
order, and to the proper safeguard- 
ing of the proceedings of the courts 
in farm litigation, is assured by the 


The decision of- the motor ve-

Ralph Isham, Famous Collector, 
Talks Here of Johnson, Boswell 


By RALPH McGILL. 

When Dr. Samuel Johnson was 
holding forth in the Cheshire cheese 
at London, eating meat pie, there was 
always James Boswell there tv be 
scolded, berated, abused and praised. 

James Boswell, who was ° some- 
|what afraid of himself and who wasn’t 
‘happy at home, knew that the world 
was interested in what great men said. 
And he believed Samuel Johnson, the 
greatest literary figure of the last 
years of the sixteenth century, to he 
a great man. 

There°-were others. It was the age 
of Edmund Burke, Thomas Gray and 
‘other notables of that age. And from 
| the attrition of their minds came 
|sparkling comments, 
| And Boswell put them all down in 
| windy, rambling but thorough style. 
He wrote more than 2,000,000 words 
‘in long hand, did Boswell, despite the 
ifact he was a frightfully .azy man. 
And yesterday afternoon at Emory. 
‘Colonel Ralph Isham, who owns al! 
‘the known origina! writings of James 
Boswell, lectured on the subject he 
knows better than any other man— 
‘Johnson and his life and Boswell’s 
writings. 

Colonel Ralph H. Isham is one ol 
the most successful collectors in the 
world. And his career has been. one al- 
most as romantie as his search for, 
and finding, the original copies otf 
Boswell’s writings. 
| He went to England at the outset 
‘of the World War to see the show 
| He entered it as a cadet and came to 
‘be one of the general staff. He is the 
‘only foreigner ever to so serve with 
| the English army. He was an Amer- 
‘ican “seeing the show.” He became a 
| Very integral part of it.

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His luck, he says, is provrerbia!, al- 
though I suspect it is his acumen and 
his remarkable knowledge of his sub- 
ject which has made him such a suc- 
cess in his field. 

For 150 years the descendants of 
Boswell had kept closed the ebony 


cabinet mentioned in the will of their 


ancestor who was so prolific with 
words, 

In 1927 Colonel Isham managed tw 
purchase the collection when the ebony 
cabinet was opened. It was a price 
less treasure. Boswell was dead those 
many years but there were his pages. 
yellowed with age, but still legible. 

There was his journal, out of which 
he had torn whole pages to send them 
to the printer as parts of “The Iafe 
of Samuel Johnson,” so that he would 
not have to re-write parts of it. 

And in 1927 the household at the 
eastle of Lord Talbot De Malahide, 
in Ireland, wanted to play croquet. 
And servants, going to a room tar in 


the depths of the castle, found boxes. 
‘In one were the wickets for the game. 


In the other, instead of the calls, wer? 
old papers—116 pages of “The Lite 
of Johnson.” and more than 00 pages 
of the Journal, a priceless fund. 

Colonel Isham has refused SSU,0tK: 
for the 116 pages of SBoswell’s 
writings. 

Those who heard him tound them- 
selves transported back to Boswell’s 
days. Colonel Isham knows his sub 
ject so well that one feels that he was 
an intimate friend of Beswell. He 
seems to know his every thought. 

A collection of Johnsonia, begun in 
years ago, is now the must complete 
in the world and is one of the most 
valuable literary collections in the 
world.

Few Clues Available as 
Police Launch Hunt for 
Mysterious Assailant. 


Handicapped by lack of a logical 
motive for an attempt upon the life 
of Leo G. Strauss.'49, police of two 
counties were continuing their search 
for the man who leaped upon the run- 
ning board of the prominent business- 
man’s auto in Druid Hills Monday 
night and shot him through the right 
side.

Mr. Strauss said he could 
think of no motive for an attempt 
upon his life and that the gunman 
failed to make clear why he shot him. 

First reports that Mr. Strauss was 
shot by a bandit were corrected after 
Mr. Strauss was able to relate the 
events which cargjed him on an auto 
ride through several bloeks while the 
gunman held a pistol to the side of 
his victim. He said his assailant named 
two Atlanta men and asked him if he 
knew them. When he answered in the 
affirmative, Mr. Strauss said, he was 
threatened with death, though no rea- 
son was offered. 

After he drove several blocks 
search of a policeman, Mr. Strauss 
said, the attacker fired while the car 
was in motion on Ponce de Leon ave- 
nue, between Moreland avenue and 
Springdale road. The wounded man 
was discovered by a passerby, who 
drove the car to the residence of Mr. 
Strauss’ brother-in-law, Herbert J. 
Haas, of 1075 Lullwater road. From 
there he was taken to Emory Univer- 
sity hospital. 

Mr. Strauss is president and secre- 
tary of Frances Frocks Inc., and is 
the brother of David Strauss, vice 
president and treasurer of Rich’s Inc.

Since 
the death of my father, 12 years 
ago, I have supported my mother, 
paid taxes and insurance while the 
other five children come and go 
with no thought of what it has 
cost me to keep the home fires 
burning. A drunkard brother 
thinks nothing of coming 
and staying four and five months 
at a time, living in complete idle- 
ness at'my expense, I am break- 
ing under the strain. Yet my moth- 
er cannot see that she should deed 
the home to me. [I am gettling 
along in years and have put all my 
earnings in the home. Yet she re- 
plies to me when I ask her to make 
this provision for my future, that 
there are five other children. to 
whom she owes something. Now 
what do you think of this situa- 
tion? §. J. C, 


Answer: It is an intolerable situa- 
tion for a middle-aged working wom- 
an to face. But the blame for it lies 
with six people instead of with the 
mother alone. The brothers and sis- 
ters who live their own lives regard- 
less of you should be-willing for you 
to have the home, should indeed be 
joining you in the demand that your 
mother deed the property to you. The 
business world is not kind to a wom- 
an after she passes 40. She finds it 
increasingly hard to get and to hold 
remunerative positions. And as ghe 
approaches 40 she should be carving 
out her future with this fact in mind. 


Why not tell your mother that if 
she refuses to meet your demands 
she must close her home and go to 
live with some of the other chil- 


dren who have not so far assumed 
any obligation for her support, since 
you have reached the age where 
you must provide for your future? 
It is a strange thing but true that 
the woman who has had no ex- 
perience with earning, no responsi- 
bility in connection with the upkeep 
of an establishment except to pay 
the bills with money that is laid in 
her lap, such a woman has no con- 
ception of what it means to be the 
breadwinner, no idea of the mental 
anguish that taxes and insurance 
and repairs and grocery bills and 
doctors’ bills can cause the man or 
woman that is responsible for them. 
But the brothers and sisters who 
know all of this from experience 
should realize your position and set 
about to repay you for what you 
have done, not only for your moth- 
er, but for ther indirectly. 


There is a pack-horse in every 
family, one on whom the loads are 
saddled. It is shameful when it 
happens that the unmarried daugh- 
ter is made to be the pack-horse for 
a family where there are men. It’s 
xall very well to be unselfish, to have 
a sacrificial spirit, but it is folly 
worse confounded to imagine that 
such a, spirit will provide for a 
workless and dependent old age. 
Nothing will suffice for that but 
money in the bank to buy food and 
clothes and shelter. Sisters and 
brothers who neglect their old moth- 
- won't be. generous toward an old 
sister. 


So, dear lady, if you can’t shame 
them into doing what is right by you. 
you can force them to take care of 
your mother while you lay up some- 
thing for a unknown future.

To Appeal Decision 


The appeal of Alphone “Scarface” 
Capone from the decision of the fed- 
eral district court here in dismissing 
a writ of habeas corpus on which he 
sought his release from the federal 
penitentiary, was filed Tuesday, after 
Judge E. Marvin Underwood officially 
signed .he order allowing it to be filed. 

The case is appealed to the circuit 
court of appeals at New Orleans, and 
it was understood that a special early 
hearing will be sought. The appeal is 
based on a total of 23 citations of 
error which the attorneys for Capone 
allege that Judge Underwood -made in 
dismissing the writ, and remanding 
Capone to prison. The appeal was 
taken by William E. Leahy and Wil- 
liam J. Hughes Jr., of Washington,

FARM PRICES TOUCH 


NEW LOW IN JANUARY 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.—(/)— 
Farm prices reached a new low point 
at 51 per cent of the pre-war level 
on January 15. 

The bureau of agricultural eco- 
nomics said today the decrease was 
recorded despite price advances on 15 
commodities from December 15 to 
January 15. The 
prices a year ago was 63 per cent of 
pre-war, showing a decrease of 12 per 
cent in the last 12 months. 

Leaders in the advance the last 
month were flax, rye, apples, horses, 
wheat and cotton. Prices of eggs 
dropped more than seasonally, while 
prices of hay, hogs, cattle and calves 
fell to. a new record low level in 23 
years of statistical records kept by 
the bureau. 

Hog prices averaging $2.68 per 
100 pounds in mid-January were 29 
per cent lower than on the same day 
12 months before. Wheat brought 
farmers an average of 32.9 cents per 
bushel on January 15, the highest 
price recorded since last October. 
However, the price was about 25 per 
cent less than a year ago. Corn 
yielded farmers 19.1 cents per bushel 
in mid-January, or about 43 per cent 
lese than a year ago. 

Cotton had an average price of 5.6 
eents per pound at farms on January 
15, or about 4 per cent higher than 
on December 15, and was at about 
the same level as a vear ago. Eggs 
sold at an average of 21.4 cents a 
dozen on January 15, a drop of about 
~4 per cent: in one month, but 24 
per cent higher than on the same date 
in 1932.

HOUSE COMMITTEE 
ASKSSOAY WEEK 


Small Chance Seen for 
Action on Measure at 
This Session. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.—(P)— 
An ambitious legislative attempt to 
spread employment by compelling all 
industry and business to limit work- 
ing time to five six-hour days a week, 
was put to the house today, but its 


chances of reaching a vote this ses- 
sion were dim. 

The highly controversial plan, de- 
nounced as unconstitutional and revo- 
lutionary by many, has been given 
no preferred place on the house cal- 
endar, and the leaders are not dis- 
posed to make room for any legisla- 
tion difficult to pass that has. not 
already been promised a vote. 

But Chairman Connery, democrat. 
Massachusetts, chairman of the labor 
committee which approved the bill to- 
day, announced he would try to ad- 
vance it anyhow. 

The bill would achieve its purpose 
by making liable to a $1,000 fine or 
three months’ ' imprisonment, or both, 


any person knowingly transporting in 


interestate or foreign commerce com- 
modities or articles produced by work- 
men employed for longer than six 
hours a day, five days a week. 

So fast is the nation’s distributing 
system that the measure’s sponsors 
say it would affect virtually all work- 
ers, particularly those employed in the 
manufacturing industries. 

The constitutionality of such a pro- 
posal has been repeatedly challenged 
before congressional committees. 

The most pointed indicator of what 
the supreme court would rule bas 
been the decision that federal legis- 
lative prohibition of child labor ex- 
ceeded the limit of power conferred on 
the government.

Medal Lists Roosevelt 
As 31st President 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.—(?)— 

Historians may disagree but the 
official inaugural medal will count 
Franklin D. Roosevelt as the thirty- 
first president of the United States 
—not the thirty-second. 
_ Robert Woolley, chairman of the 
inaugural medal committee, has in- 
structed Paul Manship, New York 
sculptor, to use the designation 
“thirty-first president” in designing 
the medal which will be cast in gold 
by the Philadelphia mint. 

The conflict in numbers goes 
back to Grover Cleveland, who, 
after serving one term, was defeat- 
ed, but four years later was elected 
for a second term. 

Federal law provides that a 
medal of each president shall be 
cast by the mint, and one was made 
of Cleveland. Many histories and 
common usage list Cleveland as the 
twenty-second and twenty-fourth 
president of the United States, and 
under this listing Roosevelt would 
be the thirty-second president—the 
medal notwithstanding.
